3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Weaver discloses starch-containing polymer compositions for absorbing water in 
diapers, surgical pads and sheets, and paper towels. Starch-polyacrylonitrile graft 
polymers are formed, where the starch used has been solubilized. Coatings of the 
copolymer may be applied to substrates including animal litter or bedding, cloth, and 
fiber. However, the reference does not specify the application to the claimed 
hydrophobic polymeric substrates, does not teach the claimed nodules, and does not 
suggest the claimed layer thickness. It is the examiner's position that the claimed 
articles, having specified substrates, surface structures, and layer thicknesses, provide 
a novel and unobvious step over the prior art.
